French  Hugenots,  and  in 
contemporary  United  States;  and  he  tells  them  simultaneously  in  whit 
has  been  described  as  "tha  only  film  fugue."    The  settings  for  the 
Babylon  sequences  have  never  been  equalled,  even  in  such  modern  spectacles 
as  "Ben-Hur"  and  Cleopatra."    Griffith  is  one  of  the  most  important 
figures  in  world  cinema,  possibly  the  most  influential  director  of  all 
time.    You  owe  it  to  yourself  to  see  a  r.ruly  fine  film  achievement.
